Mangled so horribly that Identifi­ 
cation was Impossible, the body of a 
young man which was later found to 
be that of Roy Wilson, was discovered 
tat 4 o’clock this morning on the C. St 
P. railroad, Just west of the Wellsville 
depot. 
So awfully mutilated were the feat­ 
ures that the sight presented was 
shocking In the extreme. Teddy Mar­ 
shall, Charles Marshall and Simeon 
Sheets were the ones who made the 
discovery and immediately 
reported 
It. 
A stretcher was procured, and after 
the corpse had been picked up from 
the railroad track it was removed to 
Haugh’s undertaking rooms. A search 
of the pockets of the 
dead 
man’s 
clothing resulted In the finding of a 
letter, by which 
his 
Identity was 
learned. 
It was addressed to William 
Phillips at Canton. 
Remembering that she had written 
a letter to Canton to the above 
ad­ 
dress, Mrs. Joseph Wilson, mother of 
the dead boy, went at once to 
the 
undertaking rooms, where she identi­ 
fied him as being her non, Roy Wilson. 
After the remains had been prepared 
for burial they were taken to 
the 
home of the mother, on Second street. 
Nothing definite is known as to how 
Wilson met his death, though it is 
thought he was thrown* under 
th© 
wheels of fast freight No. 89, which 
passed through Wellsville, west bound, 
shortly before the mangled corpse was 
found. He had been away from home 
for several days and It Is thought he 
was at Pittsburg. 
It Is further con­ 
jectured that he came home on 
the 
fast freight and In Jumping off 
at 
Wellsville, stumbled on the platform 
and rolled under the car wheels. Judg­ 
ing from the frightful 
manner 
In 
which the body was cut up, It Is evi­ 
dent that nearly all the cars of the 
train passed over It 
The dead boy is aged 20 years and 
was well known in Wellsville.

father died several years ago, but he 
is survived by his mother, together 
with a brother, Alva, and two sisters, 
Maude and Bertha.

There is no doubt in the minds of 
physicians that contagious diseases 
may be transmitted through the agen­ 
cy of soiled notes. Clean, crisp notes 
would naturally be less dangerous. 
The government and the national 
banks should unite in the effort to 
withdraw from circulation worn and 
soiled bills, even to the extent of not 
Issuing any bill a second time.—Phila­ 
delphia Ledger. 


ARTHUR TYNG IS AN 
ATH LETIC PHENOMENON.

A Harvard boy still in his teens has 
come out this year as the strongest 
young Samson in the collegiate world. 
His name is Arthur Tyng. 
Ile is a 
plucky, stocky little chap, a bunch of 
muscles and nervous energy, and in a 
recent test he bettered the Intercollegi­ 
ate strength test by almost 300 points. 
Tyng is a self made athlete. The son 
of a missionary in Japan, he was nev­ 
er remarkable for his strength during 
his boyhood and never gave evidence 
of the wonderful power which all the 
time had rested latent in his frame. 
Like any other active boy, he had been 
healthy and muscular, but the idea of 
becoming a record breaking athlete was 
as far from his mind as it was from 
that of the people wtff> knew him. 
Two years ago Tyng entered Harvard 
and became interested in gymnasium 
work, lie saw the wonderful possibili­ 
ties that were open to the man who 
trained systematically, and more from 
a spirit of self satisfaction than desire 
for fame he determined to see how 
strong he could make himself. 
"I never trained for my tests,” he 
says in speaking of his feats. "I sim­ 
ply worked regularly every day, eating 
what I pleased and only denying my­ 
self those things which I knew were 
positively injurious to any man. 
The 
main thing was not to overdo. Lots of 
men have natural strength, but they 
let themselves out too fast and loss 
their power. 
"Then, too, there are men who seem 
to have all kinds of strength, but when 
it comes to the test they fizzle out. 
They seem to lack the nervous energy 
or the vitality that is necessary for the 
strain. 
They are like big, strong en­ 
gines without the steam. I don’t know 
any particular reason why I should be 
stronger than other fellows. 
I never 
trained any harder, and there are lots 
of men who have more muscle than I. 
If I was going to give any reason at all. 
it would be that they haven’t quite got 
the knack of handling themselves or 
else haven’t the energy to make their 
muscles do what they ought to do.” 
Tyng's statement about himself is 
the exact truth and one which is borne 
out In every particular by Dr. Sar- 
peant, director of the Hemenway gym­ 
nasium, in which the young athlete’s 
test was made. Tyng has all the req­ 
uisites for a 
strength champion — 
knack, grit strength and perfect sym­ 
metry of form—all of which, regard­ 
less of size, go to make up the gymnas­ 
tic star. 
Tyng is probably the smallest ath­ 
lete, with the exception of Guy Car!

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FLOOO AT PITTSBURG 


Breaking of Ice Gorge In the 
Allegheny River, Followed 
by High Water. 


MAYBE 30 FT. TMS AFTERNOON. 


R sci dents of Lower Portions of Two 


Cities 
Warned 
to 
Be 
Prepared. 


Flood In Blair County, Pa.— High 


Water at Philadelphia. 


Pittsburg. March I.—Thousands ot 
tons of ice «wept out of the Allegheny 
river into the Ohio yesterday. Swirl­ 
ing, sweeping along in an eddying 
curent, tossing 
the 
muddy waters 
into foam and bringing down 
from 
points many miles up the Allegheny 
valley debris of all kinds, this great 
ice floe, riding on a swollen stream, 
passed along Pittsburg's water front, 
while 5,000 people looked at it, fascin­ 
ated. 
The damege caused- by the crush­ 
ing force ot the ice was great What 
it is will not be known for several 
days. 
Many 
hundreds 
of 
dollars 
were sacrificed in the maw of the 
ice king. 
No lives were lost as far as posi­ 
tively known throughout the entire 
course of 70 miles of th© gorge’s race. 
Numerous narrow escapes were re 
ported, however, and some intensely 
thrilling experiences 
were 
had by 
persons In the affected districts along 
the river. 
In the watce of the river of ice 
came the danger of a big flood. This 
danger Is not yet past, and the rains 
and melting rays of the sun that rot­ 
ted the huge chunks of ice until they 
were robbed of their destructive pow­ 
ers, caused the headwaters of the Al­ 
legheny to pour out torrents of wa­ 
ter, 
which 
appreciably 
raised the 
stage here, until this morning the or­ 
dinary flood stage of a spring freshet 
had already been reached, threaten* 
lng still more serious trouble. 


May Reach 30-Foot Stage. 


The long expected flood may reach 
30 feet by noon today. Until 6 o’clock 
yesterday evening danger from such 
a flood was not anticipated by Local 
Weather Forecaster Frank Ridgway 
or any of the experienced river men. 
At that hour special reports from 
the river observers along the Monon­ 
gahela and Alegheny rivers and their 
tributaries showed that 
the 
water 
from the mountain streams was be­ 
ginning to have an effect on the riv­ 
ers, causing them to rise rapidly. Mr. 
Ridgway at once 
issued 
warnings 
through the police departments of the 
two cities to notify the residents of 
the lower 
wards to prepare for 30 
feet. The rise is due almost entirely 
to the melting of snow in the moun­ 
tains during tho last few davg of hi eh 
temperature. 
As the river and other interests had 
been warned that a flood was likely 
to occur almost any 
hour 
today, 
nearly eveiy 
person was well pre­ 
pared and 
the 
amount of loss, in 
spite of the high 
water, is not ex 
pected to be as large 
as it might 
otherwise have been. 
When the ice 
gorge passed out of the Allegheny 
river the water rose to about 18 feet 
and remaiucd stationary for several 
hours. 


Backed by Great Volume of Water. 


Reports from up river points at 
that time indicated that a rise of 22 
feet might be expected. 
Later re­ 
ports shoved that the river was ris­ 
ing more rapidly than earlier in the 
day, and that the volume of water 
behind it was great 
Mr. Ridgway 
said last night: 
“The rise in reports from up river 
points show that the snow is melting 
in the mountains and causing all of 
the rivers to rise again. The rise is 
from the melting snow, which has 
been lying in the mountains all win- 
ter.

Breaking of Ice Gorge In the 
Allegheny River, Followed 


by High Water.

P ittsburg, M arch I.—Thousands ot 
tons of ice <*wept out of the Allegheny 
river into the Ohio yesterday. Sw irl­ 
ing, sw eeping along in an eddying 
curent, tossing

muddy w aters 
into foam and bringing down 
from 
points m any m iles up the Allegheny 
valley debris of all kinds, this great 
ice floe, riding on a swollen stream , 
passed along P ittsb u rg h w ater front, 
w hile 5,000 people looked at it, fascin­ 
ated. 
The dam age caused' by the crush­ 
ing force ot the ice was great. W hat 
it is will not be known for several 
days. 
Many 
hundreds

w ere sacrificed in the maw of the 
Ice king. 
No lives were lost as far as posi­ 
tively known throughout the entire 
course of 70 m iles of the gorge's race.

rangem ents w ere m ade to protect the 
plant from dam age. 
E m ployes 
of the C. C. Thom pson 
pottery this m orning 
w ere engaged 
in preparing for a flood. 
An official 
of this firm stated that three feet of 
w ater w as expected 
on

lower 
floors, and that all w are and m ater­ 
ials w ere being rem oved to the upper 
floors. 
A num ber of poles w hich were

last w eek, to be used as pibrs, were 
removed from the river sid e of this 
pottery this m orning to th e north side. 
T his w as done to prevent the piles 
from being carried aw ay by the flood. 
The Diamond pottery, o f the

P otteries com pany, is 
in 
good shape, and w hile the w ater will 
surely reach the kilnshed, no serious 
dam age is looked for. 
President Goo, 
O. Murphy said at noon today that, all 
the com pany’s factories along the riv 
er were in excellen t shape and he did 
not look for any great dam age. 
A continued rise would put water 
in the C artw right pottery, but pre­ 
cautions w ere taken during the night 
and this m orning to prevent dam age. 
Two inches of w ater w as on the 
cellar floor of th e P otters’ Supply com ­ 
pany plant at noon. 
It Is not thought 
this plant will have to suspend opera­ 
tions.

Voters Asked to Consider the Rap­ 
idly Crowing Debt of 
the City. 


TAXPAYERS’ 
INTERESTS 


Where Dr. Marshall Might Have Look* 
ed After Them, But is Accused of 
Not Doing So—Can 
He 
Escape 
Responsibility? 


Editor News Review: 
W ith much 


eclat Dr. R. J. Marshall 
proclaims 
him self for the fifth time 
a 
seeker 
after councilmanic honors at the hands 
of the voters of the Fifth ward. 
In 
his accustomed ostentatious manner he 
feigns great friendship for the man 
of limited means. 
Sirenlike 
he 
at­ 
tem pts to lull the voters into the be­ 
lief that he will do all kinds of possi­ 
ble and impossible things for them 
only to forget 
his 
promises 
after 
election day. He professes to 
have 
looked after the interests of the tax 
payers a t all times, and so he bas­ 
tile wealthy ones. 
I have known and 
taken great Interest in the doctor for 
years, and always found him to be for 
him self first, last and all the time. 
Take for instance the m atter of im­ 
proving the hill road connecting the 
city proper with the East End. 
The city engineer’s estim ate on the 
cost of this improvement was $9,000, 
th e city’s share of which was to he 
9186. Based on this estim ate Dr. Mar­ 
shall managed to Induce council to 
pass the improving ordinance. 
And 
now what do we find the actual cost 
of the Improvement to be? 
Thirty- 
two thousand dollars, of which amount 
only $26,000 can be levied against the 
property benefited, thus leaving $7,000 
to be saddled on the city, provided all 
the assessm ents can be collected. But 
th at Is not all. 
There are damage suits as a result 
of this improvement 
amounting 
to 
about $28,000, running the 
eventual 
cost of the improvement up to the 
stupendous sum of $60,000. And what 
are the returns for this price? 
How 
many of our working people in any 
part of the city are benefited by this 
vast 
expenditure of 
money? 
Less 
than one-half of this amount expend­ 
ed on the river road 
would 
mean 
money in the pockets of all classes 
th e working man and woman In the 
aavlng of car 
fares, etc. 
But 
that 
would not satisfy the doctor and his 
friends, for at that time 
the street 
railway company was opposed to the 
Improvement of the river road, the doc 
tor waB on very friendly term s with 
the management and carried out their 
wishes. 
H ere Is another evidence 
of 
the 
doctor’s extreme friendliness towards 
the poorer classes. The long list 
of 
Assessments for Pennsylvania avenue 
Improvements show 
Dr. 
Marshall's 
friends—those able 
to 
pay taxes— 
have all been very carefully "taken 
care’,' of. 
Perm it me to cite but one 
case: Win. C. Thompson Is the owner 
of a hunch of lots along the line of 
Improvement and is required to pay 
only $10 for each lot of 50 feet, while 
L. Gardner and Wm. H. Kinney 
ad­ 
joining are compelled to pay $20 each 
for the same number of feet frontage, 
o r IOO per cent more than the for­ 
mer. 
Instances of this kind are too nu­ 
merous to be crowded Iota the lira- 
Ited space a t my disposal. Two years 
ago the doctor was re-elected on the 
postive promise that he would give 
his hearty support to the improvement 
of the river road, but not one dollar 
has been expended on that dilapidated 
road since then, and never will be as 
long as he is in power. 
W hen 
Dr. 
M arshall entered city council 
eight 
years ago the bonded indebtedness of 
the city amounted to $260,000. 
It has 
now increased to $470,000—almost dou- 
bled In that time. Marshall more than 
any other man is responsible for this, 
for has he not been the leading spirit 
of the finance committee and council 
for over six years? 
Only recently it 
was necessary to sell bonds to 
the 
amount of $50,000 to relieve the float­ 
ing indebtedness of tile city, the banks 
flaying curtailed the credit of the city. 
oven flatly refusing to honor the city’s 
-paper. Thus is Marshall's policy drift­ 
ing E ast Liverpool toward bankruptcy. 
Are your taxes and rents lower now 
than formerly? 
You all know what 
your 
taxes were last 
yoar. 
With 
Marshall back in council next year 
'taxes 
will be higher, sure pop. 
In 
view of these facts is it not for the 
’best Interests of the 
city that 
the 
•doctor should be retired this time and 
rn friend of 
his place? 
If there is no compensa­ 
tion in the office for the doctor, why 
is it he is after it so hard and so ever­ 
lastingly?

To the Editor of the Operative Potter 
It is very amusing to me to hear Dr. R. 
J. 
Marshall telling about what great 
things he has done since entering the city 
Council against the street railway com­ 
pany in favor of the citizens. 
He must 
have experienced a change of heart 
lately for I remember that it was only 
about a year ago that he was an earnest 
supporter of an ordinance in which the 
the residents along the line of the new 
extension of the street railway in the 
east were thrown down. 
The ordinance (as first introduced in 
Council only a few meetings prior to the 
election of the new members last Spring 
waa a free gift of the right of way over 
the streets of that section of the city. 
Dr. Marshall endeavored to make it ap­ 
pear that he was compelling them to 
make this extension when in reality the 
street railway cam pa ny considered it 
pie" to be allowed to do so.

Perm it me to cite but one 
case: Wm. C. Thompson is the owner 
of a bunch of lots along the line of

L. Gardner and Wm. H. Kinney 
ad­ 
joining are compelled to pay $20 each 
for the same number of feet frontage, 
or IOO per cent more than the for­ 
mer. 
Instances of this kind are too nu­ 
merous to be crowded into the lim­ 
ited space at my disposal. Two years

The ordinance [as firzt introduced in 
Council only a few meetings prior to the 
election of the new ineml>ers last Spring 
was a free gift of the right of way over 
the streets of that section of the city 
Dr. Marshall endeavored to make it ap 
pear that he was compelling them to 
make this eztension when in reality the 
street railway campany considered it 
“ pie" to be allowed to do so. 
Mr. 
McLane put a quietus on the ordinance, 
however, by moving 
an amendment 
compelling the street railway company to 
light its tracks along this extension, plac- 
ing a light every sixth of a mile. 
Of course Mr. Marshall could not go 
against this amendment as it was too ap­ 
parent that it was in favor with the 
people. 
Another move was made, how­ 
ever. 
Mr. Marshall working in conjunc­ 
tion with the street railway company 
came up at the meeting of the old council 
last spring and stated that the company 
had refuaed to accept the franchise which 
compelled them to light their tracks. 
He again brought up the old ordinance 
which did not contain this feature and 
succeeded in railroading it through under 
suspension of the rales. 
He afterwards 
came in Council and asked that these 
lights, or at least a portion of them lie put 
in place, and they are now being paid for 
by the city. 
And still Mr. Marshall claims that he 
is the one gieat enemy of the street rail­ 
way company, and the friend of the tax­ 
payer of the jFifth ward. 
I leave those 
matters to the reflection of the voters of 
that ward and I feel aura that they will 
not allow themselves to be buncoed in 
this respect.

Columbus, March I.—Two more ad­ 
m inistration

dropped into the house hopper yes­ 
terday. One of them, by Mr. Cole, of 
Hancock, chairman of 
the 
finance 
committee, is a bill making a m ater 
tai reduction in the state tax. It was 
drawn up at a conference held in the 
governor’s office on Thursday between 
Governor Nash, Secretary 
of 
State 
Laylin, Auditor of State Guilbert and 
several members 
of the legislature. 
It reduces the state levy from about 
five and a half millions to two mill­ 
ions, this reduction being made in an­ 
ticipation of the revenue to be raised 
through 
the operation of the Cole 
and Willis bills taxing the 
capital 
stock of corporations and quasi-public 
corporations. 
The Creaser measure is a resolution 
which seeks to extend the power of 
the legislature in the m atter of taxa­ 
tion. 
A 
constitutional 
amendment 
will be necessary before it can be­ 
come a law. 
It provides for the taxa­ 
tion of franchises and the gross earn­ 
ings 
of corporations, and for the li­ 
cense of any class of business that 
the legislature may direct. 
Double 
taxation is strictly forbidden and sub­ 
jects of taxation may be classified as 
is deemed desirable.

United States for • ( 40,000,000, which 
offer was to remain open until March 
4, 1903, and authorizing the board to 
carry out all the measures for th** 
transfer of the property, and fix and 
accept all modes and terms of pay­ 
ment lf the United States accepted 
the offer. 
A heated discussion broke 
out. 
The m ajority of the speakers 
concluded that the telegram meant 
the utter collapse of the negotiations 
with America and resentm ent against 
the United States was expressed. 
Some Bpoikers expressed the sud­ 
den conviction thait lf a proper ap­ 
peal was made the money to com­ 
plete the canal could be obtained in 
France. 
One of the shareholders In­ 
formed the meeting that he knew on

•lured, and the piece was sent out. It 
hag been a consistent money winner 
and is now packing the Fourteenth 
Htreet theater in this city to the doors, 
even at the Wednesday matinees. 
The entertainment is hound to con­ 
tinue its triumphal march, for it is one 
of those inexplicably convincing hodge­ 
podges which will not permit you to 
question for a moment their potency 
as box office attractions. 


Rut. after all. fids is not a criticism 
of "Foxy Grandpa.” Indeed the pinv 
simply defies criticism or. rather, tm tiles 
It Viewed coldly there is nothing in it 
but I* is a long time since I have seen 
a more thoroughly enjoyed perform­ 
ance than that provided by Brady’s 
vaudeville people in thfk saute “Foxy 
Grandpa.” So what is one to say iii the 
face of such Irrefragable evidence? 
And. speaking of lite vaudeville peo­ 
ple, It is but fair to them to state that, 
deprived of their services in other 
words, phi yod by legitimate performers 
—“Foxy Grandpa’’ would he about as 
dreary un entertainment as one could 
find in New York, and just now that is 
saying a great deal. 
On the programme "Foxy Grandpa” 
Is tagged as "a musical snapshot in 
three acts by ll. Melville Baker, music 
by Joseph Hart, introducing Joseph 
Hart aud (’arrie De Mar and a special­ 
ly selected company.” 


It will be observed that the names of 
Mr. Hart aud Miss De Mar are preced­ 
ed by tile word "introducing.” This in­ 
dicates that they arc “featured" only. 
Had their names come before the title 
of the play they would have been en­ 
titled to regard themselves as tin* stars. 
It is a question, however, whether even 
Mr. Brady, who certainly is not lack­ 
ing in courage, would have the temeri­ 
ty to offer this couple as stars without 
tImt saving word, “introducing.” Mr. 
Hart and Miss De Mar, as Foxy Grand­ 
pa and Folly Bright, respectively, are 
In great luck to appear In the principal 
roles of any farce even in conjunction 
with the qualifying “preceding.” They 
manage, it is true, to get a good many 
laughs from the audience, but any one 
could do that. All that is required of 
them is to look pleasant and emit their 
lines and songs. The imaginations of 
the children and their familiarity and 
sympathy with several of the charac­ 
ters depicted “do the rest.” 
Mr. Hart 
works hard, and Miss De Mar is viva­ 
cious if she is commonplace, so the 
general result is quite satisfactory. 


"It takes considerable nerve,” says 
Maurice Campbell, “to decide almost in 
one minute to take off a play that has 
been produced In New York only the 
night before and lose, without an effort 
to get it hack, the $15,000 or $18,000 
spent In Its production.” 
Mr. Campbell’s remark was apropos 
of the withdrawal of Henrietta Cros- 
maii’s play, “Joan o’ the Shoals,” from 
the stage of the Theater Republic and 
the substitution of “Mistress Nell” un­ 
til “As You Like It” could be made 
ready. 
“There arc managers.” continued Mr. 
Campbell, "who would have forced 
Mrs. Sutherland’s play for a New 
York run and then take it on the road 
to get their investment back. This is 
done every day, and it is the reason 
why New York successes do not always 


play to big business in the provinces 
There was a time when a New York 
run meant ‘capacity’ everywhere, hut 
that time is passed and simply because 
you can’t fool the people all tile time 
It is my aim to present Miss Crosntan 
in great successes ©lily. I shall never 
try to make her play anything else 
Both Miss Crosntan and myself want 
tile confidence of our public. We want 
to please it, and lf a play does not 
please it will be taken off. Tile con 
Mensas of opinion was that Moan’ fall 
od as a play, but Miss Crosmati scored 
a triumph. 
Still, I take Moan’ to Ik 
a better play titan some others that 
have been produced and made so-called 
‘runs’ In New York this season. Many 
persons ask why I took it off. and my 
reply lins always been because I saw 
no hope for a great success. If the au­ 
thor had been trilling to let either 
Miss Crosman or some one else work 
with the material she furnished and 
whip It Into shape, I might have been 
persuaded to keep Moan’ on. 
But the 
author decided that she was the one 
to fix it up, and It must he done her 
way. 
I saw long ago that Mrs. But It 
erlnnd’s way watt not the right way, 
so rather than waste time and take the 
life out of Miss Crosman I decided to 
take the Initiative and shelve Moan/ 
“In taking this action I think I am 
keeping faith with theater goers, ami 
I want them to feel when they see 
Henrietta Crosman hilled to appear In 
their cities tlint she comes in a play 


c a b b i e d e m a it. 
that will please, and that if it does not 
please and was not a success Henrietta 
Crosman would not be ploying it.” 
There is a world of truth in this 
statement by Mr. Campbell. 
In jus­ 
tice to Mrs. Sutherland It should be 
mentioned that she recently published 
a signed statement, in which site de­ 
clared that, with a single exception, 
ivory change requested by Mr. Camp­ 
a l! was made, even though some of 
Nicut were counter to her judgment. 
Two things, however, iii connection 
with ‘Moan o’ the Shoals” stand out 
prominently—it contains the elements 
of a markedly successful play, as it 
was given in New York it had an ama­ 
teurishly poor third and a ludicrously 
wrought fourth act. The responsibili­ 
ty for this poor work it is of course im­ 
possible to fix, but the fact remains 
that “Joan” is a mighty good play 
gone wrong.

the greatest flood since 1884

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FLOOD AT PITTSBURG 


Breaking of Ice Gorge In the 


Allegheny River, Followed 


by High Water. 


MAYBE 30 FT. TMS AFTERNOON. 


Residents cf Lower Portions of Two 


Cities 
Warned 
to 
Pe 
Prepared. 


Flood In Blat.- County, Pa.--High 


Water at Philadelphia. 


Pittsburg. March I.—Thousands ol 
tons of ice swept out of the Allegheny 
river into the Ohio yesterday. Swirl­ 
ing, sweeping along in an eddying 
curent, tossing 
the 
muddy waters 
into foam and bringing down 
from 
points many miles up the Allegheny 
valley debris of all kinds, this great 
ice floe, riding on a swollen stream. 
passed along Fittsburg's water front, 
while 5,000 people looked at it, fascin­ 
ated. 
The damage caused* by the crush­ 
ing force ot the ice was great. What 
it is will not be known for several 
days. 
Many 
hundreds 
of 
dollars 
were sacrificed in the maw of the 
ice king. 
No lives were lost as far as posi 
lively known throughout the entire 
course of 70 miles of the gorge's race 
Numerous narrow escapes were re 
ported, however, and some intensely 
thrilling experiences 
were 
had by 
persons in the affected districts along 
the river. 
In the wage of the river of Ice 
came the danger of a big flood. This 
danger Is not yet past, and the rains 
and melting raja of the sun that rot­ 
ted the huge chunks of ice until they 
were robbed of their destructive pow­ 
ers. caused the headwaters of the Al­ 
legheny to pour out torrents of wa 
ter. 
which 
appreciably 
raised the 
stage here, until this morning the or­ 
dinary flood stage of a spring freshet 
had already been reached, threaten­ 
ing still more serious trouble. 


May Reach 30-Foot Stage. 


The long expected flood may reach 
30 feet by noon today. Until ti o’clock 
yesterday evening danger from such 
a flood was not anticipated by Local 
Weather Forecaster Frank Ridgway 
or any of the experienced river men. 
At that hour special reports from 
the river observers along the Monon 
gahela and Alegheny rivers and the! 
tributaries showed that 
the 
water 
from the mountain streams was be­ 
ginning to hiive an effect on the riv 
ors, causing them to rise rapidly. Mr 
Ridgway al. once 
issued 
warnings 
through the police departments of thv 
two cities to notify the residents of 
the lower 
wards to prepare for 30 
feet. 
The rise is due almost entirely 
to the melting of snow in the moun 
tains during tho last few days of high 
temperature. 
As the river and other Interests had 
been warned that a flood wax likely 
to occur almost any 
hour 
today, 
nearly rveiy 
person was well pre­ 
pared and 
the 
amount of loss, in 
spite of the high 
water, is not ex 
peeted to be as large 
as it might 
Otherwise nave been. 
When the ic.? 
gorge passed out of the Allegheny 
river the water rose to about 18 fee* 
and remained stationary for several 
hours.

make this extension when in reality the 
street railway campany considered
